Every human being would be 
happier, healthier, and far more 
efficient and successful if he would 
eliminate worry, hatred, intolerance, 
and habitual complaint from his 
mind. 
He would then have time 
for friendship—and time for genu­ 
ine living.

STAHLNECKER, 
AIDES EXPECTED 
TO FORM TICKET

Harrisburg, Nov. IO (AP)—An in­ 
surgent Republican faction which 
has created its organization quietly 
in the last few months may an­ 
nounce shortly some of its plans for 
the 1942 gubernatorial campaign, 
Chairman P. Stephen Stahlnecker 
disclosed today. 
"We may have something to say 
in a week or IO days," said Stahl­ 
necker, one-time secretary to Gif­ 
ford Pinchot in the latter’* regime 
as governor of Pennsylvania. 
The announcement may pertain to 
the ticket to be advanced by the 
group Stahlnecker represents — a 
group avowedly against the present 
Republican organization headed by 
State Chairman James F. Torrance. 
Associated with the faction are

Brown, 
Philadelphia 
manufacturer who quit the cabinet 
as secretary of commerce after a 
row with the governor about adver­ 
tising contracts, and William H.

Stahlnecker Quits $9,000 Job 
Stahlnecker quit his $9,000-a-year 
job as head of the state board of 
review for unemployment compen­ 
sation to get the groundwork of the 
new organization started. Other­ 
wise the scope and influence of the 
bolting group has yet to be defined. 
Other indications also cropped up 
today of renewed activity by the 
regular Republican organization and 
among the Democrats for the 1942 
campaign.

FRESH TROOPS 
USED BY NAZIS 
AT LENINGRAD 


London, Nov. IO (A P )-Thousands 
of fresh German troops were re­ 
ported today to be striking from 
Finnish-held territory against Len­ 
ingrad’s defenses while Soviet Rus­ 
sia acknowledged 
fierce 
Crimean 
fighting and girded for a revival of 
the battle for Moscow. 
“Heavy fighting and stubborn re­ 
sistance” by the Russians marked 
both the Leningrad and central sec­ 
tors, a London authority said. 
He 
added that the German’s Crimean 
divisions so far had failed to pene­ 
trate the outer defenses of Sevasto­ 
pol. 
The Leningrad drive was inter­ 
preted by Russian quarters here as 
a German effort lo seal gaps in the 
sieve tines—cutting Soviet rail m il­ 
lets and seizing ail of Lake Ladoga's 
shoreline—before Finland replies to 
a suggestion by the United States 
that she make peace with the Soviet 
Union. 
2,500 Nazi Dead 
The Moscow radio said the Ger­ 
mans had been repulsed at the vil­ 
lage of Kestenga, leaving behind 
2,500 dead. 
The Soviet Information bureau’s 
early - morning communique said 
simply: "On November 9 our troops 
fought the enemy on all fronts. 
Fighting was particularly fierce on 
the Crimean sector.” 
The regular mid-day communique 
repeated the assertion that fight­ 
ing was continuing along the entire 
front, but made no specific mention 
cl the Crimea.
